SPURIOUS MILK CASE DECISION, 

His Worship gave tho following: decision in 
the cage in which Li Ping, shopkeeper, 43, 
Wing On Street, was prosecuted by Dr. Clark, 
Medical Officer of Health, for selling condensed 
milk in on unwholesome state, ond in on unfit 
condition for human food:— . . , 

The defendant, wus summoned before on the 
2iet May, 1901, under Section 21 of the Public 
Health Ordinance, 1901, for he unlawfully did 
expose for sale certain foad intended to be uscd 
as human food, to wit, tins‘of condensed mill, 
such food being unfit for human fool. 

It--was proved in ovidonos to my eatisfaction 
that the defendant, who keeps a marina store 
at No. 42, Wing On Street, did, on the 10th 
May, 1901, expose for. sale ting of condensed 
milk which were unfit for humen food. _ 

Section 21 of the Public Health Ordinance, | 
1901, is as‘ follows — : ' 

“Any member or. officer of the Board 
duly authorised by the Boarl in. writing 
msy.ot any time between the hours. of six, 
in. the morning and. six in- the evening 
enter any +hop or premises used for the sale or 
preparation for sale or for the storage of food 
to inspect and examino any food found theroin 
which he shall have reason to belisve is intended 
to be need as-himan food, and in any caso any 
such food appear to such member or officer to ba 
unfit for such use he may seize the ssme, and 
the Board niisy ordor it to bo'so disposed of, as 
to prevent it from. being nsed as human food. 

« Any person in whose possession there should 
be-found an food liable to seizure under this 
section shall be Nable to a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.” - “ - 

It was-contended by Mr. Hastings, the. soli.’ 
citor for the defendant; that before the defen- 


dant could be convicted “I must be satisfied that |: 


he had a guilty knowledge that the milk, the 
subject matter of the charge, was unfit for food.” 

‘The subject of Mens Rea in Criminal law 
is thus dealt with on page 136. in. the latest 
odition of “ Moxwell on tho Interpretation of 
Statute” :-— : 

“As Mens. Rew ox a, guilty mind is, with a 
few exceptions, an esteutial element: in. con- 
stituting a breach of the Criminal Law. a 
statute, however comprehensive and unquolitied 
it bo in its language, is usually: understood ag 
silently requiring that this elexient should he 
. imported into it unless a contrary intention is 
expressed or implied: How far ignorance or 
erroncous beliof of a fact is . ssontial to its offence 
is muterial is § question which hai given rico to 
some controversy and conflict of decision. The 
substance of these dpcisions is, however, that it, 
is necessary to look at the object ‘of ench Act 
ithat is under consideration to see whether and 
how far knowledge is of the. assanco of the 
offence created.” “In s recent case, Beaker 
v. Tillstone (1894) 12 B. 845, under. ‘the 
Public Health Act, 1875, Section” 117, which 
empowers o justice to order the ‘déstrac- 
tion of unwholeaome meat which is exposed for 
salo and to impose o fine or imprisonment on 
the .persou to whom it belongs, the Conrt 


decided that in order to support.a conviction of }.
